London, March 19.— The first lord of 
the treasury, Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, 

anuouiicod in the House of Commons 
that favorable repliea had been received 
from Austria, Germany anil Italy, in re- 
gard to the proposed Britisli-J'Igyptiaii 
expedition up the Nile, and agreciing to 
thi withdrawal of £50,000 from the 
IC^ptian surplus to defray the expenses | 
of the e.\-pedition. Mr. Balfour added 
that France and Kuasia had not replied 
to Great Bi'ilaiii's representations on 
this Bubject. 

The Maniuis of .Salisbury announced 
in tlie I Iou.si! of Lords tlutt, tliu Eritisli 
iiud Italian govermiient.s bad no news 
tending to confirm the report of the 
evacuation of Kassala. The Premier 
added that the news was not credited-by 
either government. 

Replying to a (luestiisu in the House 
of Commons, Mr. George N. Curzon said 
that no agreement existetl between 
Great Britain and Italy for an alliance. 
But, be added, tliero was nothing to pre- 
vent their co-operation where their com- 
mon interests were concerned. 

News which is U'radually leaking out 
lends color to the iiiiprossioii that the 
quadru])le alliance, cuinpoaeil of Ger- 
many, Austria, Italy and (ireat Britaii;, 
is an accompli.-'bcd fact. The jjliraae 
aised by tlie Under .Secretary of .State for 
t'or.eiga Affairs, in the House of Coin- 
mofie'oji Monday last, referring to the 
Italians'as "our staunch allies," appear- 
ed in every morning paper biit the 
Times. It is now asserted that Mr, Cur- 
zonin thus describing the Italians made 
a sjip of the tongue and revealed unin- 
tentionally a ca hi net secret. It is fur- 
ther stated that the government is fear- 
ful of the consequences of Mr. Curzoii's 
alleged iudisci-etion. 

Ro.MK, March 19. — Italia to-day, refer- 
ring to the Brilisb-l'jgyptian adviinee up 
the Nile, says: "The Kgyplian advance 
U|)on Dongola will be of great advantage 
to Italy. Italy, however, baa been of 
great service to Great Britain in afford- 
ing her a prete-Kt for showing lOurope 
that the time to speak of tlie evacuation 
ol I'^gypl has not. yet arrived." 

The Htatenient of lUilia seems to con- 
tain the political situation in a nutaliell. 
The Britiah-Kgyptiaii expedition up 
the Nile will be of decided advant- 
age to Italy. It will check the swarm- 
iiii^ of Dervishes towards - theu>i^Italian 
territory and may prevent the fall of 
Kassala. It will enable the Italian army 
in Africa to recover from the shock and 
disorder which followed the battle of 
Atlowah, and will enable the Italians to 
relieve and reinforce their ganinons and 
thus ol)t;iin much better teriiis from 
King .Meiielek, should it be found in the 
l(jng run atlvisaljle to bring about i)eace 
with honor. 

The British advance basalso solidified 
the Dreibund, and even if it bits not 
cemented the (iii;uh'uple alli;tiice, which 
is seriously discussed hei'c, il has 
strengthened the 1 adly Impaired 
credit of Italy and enabled lier 
to resume her place among the 
powers at a time when her ene- 
mies were predictinc that the Dreibund 
would be dissolved, that Italy would be 
deserted, and that the alliance of the 
three emperors would be the main fac- 
tor in the dirptaiou (»f the future policy 
of KiTi-o|]e. t'lMully, the advance of the 
.\nglo-J:',gyjiLioii troops up the Nile has 
restoriul coiilidence in Italy ; has streng- 
thened the l(niiidatit)ii8 of Jving Hum- 
liert's thi'one, which were rudely shaken 
l)y the Adowab disaster, aii<l the poj)U- 
lar outlireak which followed throughout 
Italy. 

Tiie full gignilicanco of the extent of 
rioting is on:y now becoming clearly ap- 
parent, thanks to the eflicieiicy of the 
pres.s tvinsors. It is tin open secret that 
the rioting (constituted a series of clear 
demonBtra.tioii6 against King Humbert, 
if not against the monarchy. The troops 
in several instances were with difficulty 
restrained from joining the masses in 
their expreesion of rage and indignation 
at the course events bad taken. 

There ia no doubt that the King con- 
temijlatod abdicating in favor of the 
Crown l'rinc(;, tlie I'rince of Naples, a 
really brilliant ;tnd capable man. In 
fact it is believed that the caliiiiefs of 
Berlin, Vienna and London were sound- 
ed on this sul)ject; that Count Golu- 
chowski, the Austi'iaii iiiinisler for 
foreign ali'airs, and Prinite Jlohen- 
lohe, imperial chancellor of Geruiany, 
with the approval and sympathy 
of Emperor William, took Htei.>s to avert 



serious objection, upon the part of 
France at least, to her indefinitely con- 
tinued occupation of Egypt ia rapidly 
vanishing beneath the influence of the 
Dreibund, now her open ally, and that 
tho advance up the Nile is only prob- 
ablj' the first move of another game 
which will jMBsibly result in the con- 
quest of the Soudan, the crushing of tho 
Mahdista for all time to i;onie and the 
annexation of an immense, and, in 
l)lace8, richly fertile region of Egypt, 
and apparently to Great Britain, which, 
while strengthening and enriching that 
countrv, will also increase the power of 
the hold which Great Britain already has 
over the Suez canal, that most import- 
ant route to her Indian possessions. 

The battle of Ado wah, it is claimed, 
saved the Salisbury cabinet and lifted 
(Jreat Britain from her posUion of splen- 
did isolation into accom with the Drei- 
bund, and pos.sibly made her a member 
;)1 the (|uadruple alliance. There is now 
not likely to be ;iny sei'ioua talk 
of evaiMiation of lOgypt. Gi'eat l!ri- 
taiu, with her jillies, liaa a majority of 
the votes in the administration of 
I'igyptian afliiirs, and she will get all 
the money she needs, in si)ite of the 
protests of I'rance, backeil by Russia, 
from the Egyptian surplus for equipping 
the ex|)edition . Ou tb'i result of tlie 
Anglo-Egyptiim e::pedition will dojiend, 
in all probability, a great deal of the 
tiatnro policy, not only of Cireat Britain, 
but her allies. Thus the i)i'eparations 
for war which are now being made in 
Egypt are watched with great interest 
from all the capitals of Europe.

THE REMEDIAL BILL. 

How It Was Carried to Be Learned When 
Telegraphic Service Is Resumed. 

The telegraph wires "went down" 
yesterday afternoon, breakine oft the 
news on the remedial bill debate when 
the vote was hourly looked for. Accord- 
ing to tho understanding by which the 
;ote was to be taken at tliat sitting, the 
bouse had been in session since 3 o'clock 
on the previous afternoon. Following 
those reported in yesterday's Coi.o.s'ist 
Idr. Cockburn, of Toronto, sjioke, ex- 
])hiining why he would vote against the 
hill. Mr. liruneau apoke for and Mr. 
Belley against il, and then Mr. Angers, 
the Libeial elected a con])le of months 
ago in Charlevoix, said be would vote 
for the bill in accordance with his elec- 
tion promises. Mr. Stubba, the McCar- 
tbyite, and Mr. Paterson, ol Brant, hav- 
ing spoken against action by the govern- 
ment, Mr. Lariviere of Manitoba followed 
in support of the bill, commencing about 
'2 p.m. 

NICARAGUA REJOICING. 

The Inhabitants Frenzied With Excitement 
Over Three Great Victories. 

Ma.nagua, Nicaragua, March 18. — The 
city of Managua is in a frenzy of excite- 
ment and rejoicing over three great vic- 
tories scored' by the government "forces 
lo-day over their opponents, the Leonist 
rebel.':". 

The city of Matapa waa taken yester- 
day by storm after two days of Inird 
fighting. The capture was attended 
with terrible slaughter, news from the 
scene placing the number of killed and 
wounded as high as 1,000 men. 
Jfatapa is situated in the midst of high 
mountains in the Setenrienal depart- 
ment, and not very far from the frontier 
of Plonduraa. It was considered the 
stronghold of the rebels, and was relied 
upon by the insurpenta to fall back upon 
as a last resort. The rugged character 
of the (country in which the town is lo- 
cated and its almost inacecasible ap- 
Iiroairhes made the assault ))articularly 
iiiizardous and uncertain. The town of 
Mora also succumbed to /ebiya's arms, 
with heavy rebel losses. The troojjs 
siip]jlied by the [iresidciit of Hon- 
duras to assist I'l'esident Zelaya are 
doing active service, and ttre in full con- 
trol down the western coast of the t)c(ii- 
(ItMita*! department. They have already 
occupied Viogo, a city north of Leon, 
and are proceeding southward. They 
are expected to take Chinadega almost 
inimediately. This is, next to Leon, the 
largesi rebel city in the republic. The 
(dd and the new towns together have a 
populiition of about 16,000 inhabitants. 
Chiiuidega is only about twenty miles 
north of Leon. 

Manngihi put on gala attire to cele- 
brate the news, and bright color.-i are 
everywhere displayed, to the sound of 
much cheering and drinking of healths.

The investigation into the complaints 
m;ule as to the treatment of the work- 
meu by the contractors for the water- 
works improvements at Beaver lake was 
opened last night at the city hall. Sev- 
enteen witnesses were summoned he- 
aides whom a number of spectators at- 
tended, mostly workmen and mechanics, 
who took considerable interest in the 
proceedings. The committee of investi- 
gation was composed of Aid. Macmilhin, 
chairuiiin, and Aid. Humphrey and Cam- 
eron. The Mayor was rdso iiresent dur- 
ing the evening. 

Ill opeiiing the proceedings Aid. Mac- 
millan read the resolution of the coiiiieil 
under authority of which the committee 
waa appointed " to iiKpiire into hicts 
allege(i in a letter received by the cotm- 
cil from \V. Payne, complaining against 
the manner in which workmen who de- 
sire to live with their families in the 
city are treated by the contractors for tho 
lilter beds at Beaver lake and by the 
foreman." He quoted the municipal 
act to show that the committee had 
power to summon and swear witnesses, 
and remarked that as the investigation 
was in the interest of tho workingmen 
it was to be hoped they would take 
enough interest in it to come and give 
evidence if they had any to give. As a 
])relimiiiary to taking evidence he read 
tho letter of W. Payne to the council. 
The comiilaint in it waa in ellect that 
one of the foremen swore at the men 
continu:illy ; that workmen who did not 
board at ibe lake were told that if they 
could not start work at 7 a.m. and work 
till 6 p.m. they would not be allowed to 
start until half-past nine. In fact ho 
said men were not wanted unless they 
complied with the contractors' wishes 
and boarded at the lake. 

Another letter of complaint waa aiened • 
by G. White, D. Wales and W. Fergu- 
son. It set out that White when he ap- ■ 
plied for work as a mason had been of- 
ierred 3S}4 cents an hour, which he re- 
fused, but finally accepted 40 cents, aa 
work was hard tp <get. After working 
from February 6 to February 17 he was 
told he would be discharged for men who 
would take 83'o cents an hour, although 
the current rate of wages in town was 
563.j' cents an bonr. 

When the chairman aaked wdiere 
Wales and Ferguson were, he received 
the reply that they did not want to come 
unless they were paid witness fees for 
giving evidence. The first witness 
was W. Payne, who swore to his state- 
ments in the letter sent to the council. 

James Willoughby, a carpenter, 
the next witness, said he had worked at 
the lake for $2.25 a day, though the 
usual wages for a carpenter are f3 a day. 
In the coitrge of his evidence 
he stated that Mr. Murray told 
him he would have to board 
at the lake if he wanted to work there. 
Tho board was only good enough for' 
hoga and the bunk bouse was unlit for 
iiien to live in, as the roof leaked badly. 
By Murray's orders he and Win. Mc- 
Kenzie had helped to jiut a log two feet 
t hrough and 10 or 12 feet long under the 
foundations of the centre wall between 
the lilter beds. Murray told him to put it 
in anil cover it up so tliat no one would 
eee it. One of the foremen, " Jack the 
Kipijcr," he did not know his real name, 
was in the habit of swearing at the men. 
Boiird iit the hike was !f5 a week and he 
had to iurnish liia own bedding. 

AVni. F. McKenzie, a carpenter, em- 
])loyed at the same wages as the last 
witness, corroborated the statement 
about the log and as to the board not 
being good. Though he spent his Sun- 
days in town no deduction was made 
from his board bill. He received $2.25 
for a day of ten hours at first hut after- 
wanLs fur one of nine lioura. His com- 
plaint was chiefly that, though he was ;i 
carpenter, be only received a laborer's 
wtiges. He had been discharged for 
coniplaiiiiiig about the food. There 
were two strikes among the men on 
account of the insufJiciency of the 
food and its poor quality. The men 
went back to work again and the cook 
was discharged after the second strike. 

U. McPhiKJen, another carpenter, com- 
plained that the food was bad and the 
alee|)ing accommodation also. He was 
charged at the rate of $6.76 for seven 
days board. " Jack the Ripper," he 
said, swore at the men continually. He 
and lifteen ortwentymen were discharged 
because they did not go to work one 
rainy morning. Tiiey had not gone out 
to work because they thought it too wet. 
He was discharged on a Tuesday morn- 
ing, and for bis work on the Afoiiday be 
only received 2.5 cents ;ind his board. 
He belicveil that lu' could have got in 
town for Jf'J.riO a week board equal to that 
furnished at the hike. He afterwards 
worked for the city at the lake for $2 a 
day as a laborer and lived ill town He 
made more that way than when working 
for the contractors at $2.25. There were 
not many Victorians workingas laborers, 
for the contractors, and be knew Of some, 
who were refused work at the lake 
though they were good men. 

Edward Young, another carpenter who 
received the same wages as the preced- 
ing witness, said he had no comjjlaintH 
to make. He had received as good 
treatment as at any job he had ever 
worked on. Tho sleeping accominoda- 
tion was not good. There were not 
many Vietorians among the laborers at 
the lake and he knew one or two men 
who had been refused work. 

At this point the inquiry was ad- 
journed until- Tuesday evening at 8 
o'clock.

To Till-; I'huTou : — In your issue of 
March 15, a communication bearing th.e 
signature of J. S. Helmcken, appears, ad- 
vocating simply a Vancouver Island 
railway, without saying how the three 
millions of dollars are to be obtained! 

A Vancouver Island railway is neither 
desirable nor necessary, experience, at 
all events, teaches this. If by means oi 
the 10. it N. railway, this city t;annol 
(compete witli rival phuxis tit nearly eipial 
distance, siwely an cxteiison of this rail- 
way will not make things any better; it 
aiitl the .loan holding the gates through 
which all intist iiasa. An island railway 
is unnecessary, because the Island hi-- 
ing very narrow, with a central rocky 
and mountainous backbone, its shores 
shores can be approacheil by steam lioats 
or sailing vessels, roads leading from the 
slioreconveying cokmista.etc. .Vs to gain- 
ing time by travelling per railway from 
and to t he North ,eonsideri iig the time now 
occupied by the E. & N., it ia at least 
douhtftil, and assuredly would be more 
exijcnsive. 

Goods aiul passengers can be carried 
more cheaply in this case by water tiian 
by land, and woulil be even now were 
there any (diance of competition. As 
cheapness ebielly governs this business, 
goods to tiueen Charlotte island, our 
own and the American iiossessions will 
go direct by steamships which can touch 
at ail}' ])art of the coast wdiether of the 
Mainland or the Island and at convenient 
periods too. Indeed, it seems as though 
goods ami jjassengers could be brought 
by steamers direct from (or to) Bute 
iiilet more elieajily than by railway. 
Which then ia realiv b-etter — to spend 
annually the interest on the $3,000,000 
N'ancouver Island .rail way, or to apply it 
to encourage our vessels to call at various 
places, moro frequently to benefit colon- 
ists, the settlements already existing or 
to be formed and the cities and villages 
already in existence? Monopoly and its 
; attendant evils cannot so easily exist on 
i free water as on a narrow strip of rail- 
j road owned hy a few. 
[ For all purposes, then, tiie waterway 
is the best, with or without government 
neeuniai-}' assistance. The Sidney and 
Mainland scheme is a good one, us it 
will enable Victoria to keep the trade at 
our doors, which hy long ucLdect has 
fallen into other hands. Of i-oui>:e if 
I the E. &. N. raihvay so choose to ex- 
tend their railway at their own cost no 
one can or ought to prevent them ; Init 
it does seem that, although this may be 
a wise step in their own interests, ships 
are more to the interest of the public — 
those living on or near the coast at all 
events. The sooner there are more and 
! more e(!Oiioniical vessels, looking at near 
and distant tradi:, the better for Vic- 
toria. " The gods helj) those who help 
tlieiiisclves ! " Victorians must juit 
their own shoulders to the wheel, or 
their wagon will sink deejier in the 
mire.

$120,000 in anticipation of tlie ro 
ceipt of its revenue for the year ISDG, 

Whereas by virtue of the "ilnnieipnl Act, 
IHDJ," and amending .Acts, every .Municipality 
may. under the emiditioiis eontaliied therein 
oorrow from any person sueh .sum of money 
not e.\eoediiig an amount eiinal to the total 
ainonnt of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
JIuuloipality for the year 1895, and bearing 
such rate of Interest as may be requisite, to 
meet the current legnl expenditure of the Cor- 
poration which becomes jinynble out of the 
aaaual revenue before the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers; 

And whereas the total amount of tnxe.s upon 
land niul ini provenieiits or real property, ns 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality ol the City of Victoria for the year 
1S!)S, was $262,519.05: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic 
torla for the year ISliB payable cut of the annual 
revenue beioro such revenue for such year be 
comes piiyable by the taxpayers. It Is reqtiisltu 
for the said Corporation lo burrow a sum of 
money not exceeding f 120,000; 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the uity of Victoria enacts ns fol- 
lows:— 

.-'ee. 1. Itsliall be lawliil for the Corporation 
of the city of Victoria, by the .Mayor and the 
I'iniinee Coiun, ittee thereof, to borioiv iiixin the 
credit ol the said Corporation from any person 
or persons, firm or firms, corporation or corpor- 
nllons.wuomny be willing to advance the same, 
the sum of f 120,000 in such amounts and at snch 
times as, subject as hereinafter provided, the 
same may, in the opinion of the Mayor and the 
Flnnn.'e Committee of the Council, be required 
hearing intertst at a rate not exceeding five per 
centum per nunum. 

The money so borrowed shall be ex 
lieiided In defrayii'g the eiirreiit legal expenses 
of ilio said Corporution lor t'le year ISDC, aud 
shall, together with the interest thereon, be re- 
payable and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof on or before the Slsl day of December, 
189C, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
year.

Youuff Miners Tiglit for a Lady- 
Tlie Canadian Mail Lost in ' 
the Snow. 



Despite llie many obstacles which its 
inaccessibility tiirows in tho'ifyay o£ its 
Buceessful development, the Yukon 
country appears destined to be one of 
the liveliest mining districts in America 
before tlic present year closes. Birch 
creek will be the banner creek of the 
season, and the assertion is based upon 
reason that its output alone will iiguro 
close to $1,000,000. From the amount 
of work done during the winter in open- 
ing up new claims and piling up gravel 
for Hpring washing from the old ones, 
i'orty-Milo district will also double its 
outjjut during; IS'JU, while on Mastodon 
creek, a tributary of the Birch, in the 
jjnive! terracea which lie high up on 
both aides of the stream, at least a hun- 
dred feet or iroro above itn bed, rich al- 
luvial deposits have been found. On 
one of tliese benclies i^; a l)ank of grave! 
six fei-t iu (Icjitli wiiiidi on heing 
IHMjspected gave an avcriige of I'J cenlM 
to the pan. iMany locations npon these 
high benches have been nuule, ,Ioe 
Juneau, the father of Alaska's nietro- 
jiolis, being one of the fortunates to 
Hi l ike and locate several especially rich 
claims. 

In the Huninier the posts are nearly 
depopulated by the miners taking to the 
hills and only conung liown occasionally 
for supplies. Aside from that for use in 
quartz mining;, mucli other mai hineiy 
to be used in operating hydraulics will 
also i)e shipped in this summer. 

Prices of course rule hiLrh all through 
the Yukon district, laborer's wages 
running frctni .'f7 to .flO per day. Team- 
sters with their teams make about .^lio a 
da}' ; theatre tickets — Circle city has a 
music hall that enjoys the distintion of 
being the most northern " temple of 
anniaement " in the world — sell for.'f^.SO; 
wbi.skey is 50 cents a glass, beer 50 cents 
a schooner or lio cents a small glass; the 
ton.sorial artists charge 50 cents for a 
shave or .'fl.OO for a haircut ; and wood, 
cut and delivered, sells for .$10 a cord. 
Some of the staple articles of provision, 
with 'alii. .others in like proportion, 
now retail at the different posts as 
follows: Plonr per c.wt., ifS.OO; bacon 
per pound, 35 to 46 cents ; beans per 
pound, 10 cents; dried fruits per ])oun(i, 
25 to 35 cents; can fruits per can, 50 
cents; canned meats per can, 50 cents; 
sugar [jer pound, 15 to L'5 cents ; and coal 
oil per ([Uart can, .$5 to .';;(). 

'riie sawmill at .Sixty Mile is kept 
busv to meet the dem;i.iids lor liunber 
for Ijoth building and Uiining ])Urposes, 
dressed lumljer selling at $100 per thous- 
and, and rough at JfTO. It costs .'f:)!) in 
addition to deliver uacii thousand feet 
at Circle City. A building that costs 
!|;l,000 on the Yukon could be erected for 
$300 at Juneau or aljout .isloO in Victoria. 
On the Sixty Mile there is plenty of 
timber but it is small in dimensions and 
of poor quality. House logs lauded at 
Korty Mile sell at $2.50 each. 

TIj)on his return from Puget Sound 
Mr. Laciui^ will take in machinery for a 
new sawmill to bi.; estaljlished at Circle 
City, and also an electric light plant to 
liiiht up the metro|)olis of the Yukon. 
Tlnnk of it — a city resting within the 
slr.ulow of the Arctic cir'.'le, inhabited 
by civilized people and glorying in elec- 
tric, lights as well as many other con- 
veniences of the uU'ete h'.ast. .''^till it is 
not to be wondered at that electric 
lights are in demand when coal oil is 
([uoted at ifti.oO a cjuart and scarce at 
that. 

Tliere has been but little sickness on 
the Yukon 80 far this winter, and only' 
three deaths are reported. Captain Ba- 
ker of the steamer Beaver committed 
suicide, George RamSay dropped dead of 
heart disease, and Anthony Day died 
from a stroke of paralysis. A duel 
witli six-sliooters was foUf:ht on Uirch 
creek by two ycnmg miners named 
Montironiery an<l Vox, rivals in love, 
wherein Fox received two Imllet wounds, 
neither of which will, however, i)rovo 
fatal. 

On her last trij) nj) tlie river with a 
load of supplies the steamer P. 15. Weare 
was frozen in at the moutli of the Por- 
cupine river, where she still lies, stuck 
fast in the ice. Miners from Circle City 
went down to her about one hundred 
miles, and look the supplies back on 
sh-iglis. The steamer lies in a very dan- 
gerous posit ion for the sjiring thaws are 
apt ti) bii'ak up the Porcupine first, in 
which event great ice-jams will float 
down the str(!am and crush the prisoner. 

Capt. C:imi)l)ell of the Rustler, npon a 
recent trip from Hyea brought news of 
the especial ly hard luck tin' carriers of 
the Canadian mail are on pericnciiig. 
Ilealy liasch, the r.mt lactors, had I 
given U)i the joh anil t iiriicd over t he j 
mail for lM)rty .Mile to Ki'l ;>tewart, wlm j 
promised to see that it. reached its des- 
tination. Jn crossing the siiiiiiiiit he; 
was caught by a storm that was so severe 
be wan obliged to caelum the sacks in the i 
snow anil return to Dyea. Upon his 
arrival at the trading post it was found 
that both his feet were so badly frozen 
that he will be confined to his house for 
several weeks. The mail will most prol)- 
ably be recovered i.i the spring when the 
snow melts, new snow and drifts having 
obliterated all signs of the ca(die.

PROTECTION IN ENGLAND. 

Demand That British Agriculturists Be 
Safeguarded From Competition 
From Abroad. 

London, March 18.— Mr. F. B. .^lild- 
inay, Liberal-Unionist member for the 
Totnes division of Devonshire in the 
Mouse of Commons, to-day ijuoted the 
House of Lords committee report, show- 
ing that many stores in the West End 
of London sold little (dse than .-Vmeri- 
can lieef and at tlie same iirici' as Iiook; 
grown IJrilish meat, .\ccurdiiig to 
Mililmay, liritish auriculture w:is thus 
seriously injured, and lu^ thoULilit 
the casi^ was so strong that 
he would favor marking Anierican 
cheese which was similarly sold. In his 
opinion not only was the coiisimier (Ui- 
titled to protection, but the grower 
aliould also receive protection against 
the foreiirn product when the hitler was 
sold as English. 

iMr. J. I'arkin-Sinith, Liberal-Union- 
ist for the Partrick division of Lanark- 
shire, opposed the oroposition. He 
thought that American and Canadian 
beef arrived in excellent condition and 
objected to placing fresh meat on the 
same fo ting as frozen meat which, he 
claimed was equal to the home giown 
article. 

Mr. I'llliott-Lees, Conservative mem- 
ber lor Hirktudiead, expressed the opin- 
ion lliat foreign meat was a great b(jon 
to the working people, and that it was 
imprjssible to detect the diiferonce be- 
tween the imiiorted aliv»meat and Eng- 
lisli-grown meat. 

Mr. .!. .Samuel, Radical, meinljer for 
.Stockton on Tees, who is a grocer by oc- 
cui)ation, assured the liouse that no one 
could be deceived with American 
cheese, tlie inii)ortati''ns of which, lie 
decdared, were decreasing. The largest 
imports, he added, were from Canada, 
and they were increasing year bv year. 
He thought it strange that members 
who professed to be anxious to 
.strengthen the commercial bonds be- 
tween the mother country and the cnl- 
onu!s slioiild try to stamp a colonial 
article as Ijcing inferior. 

Rt. llon.C.t. liitidiie, presidcntof the 
Ixjard of trade, said that generally 
siji'aking there was a cimsensus of oi)in- 
iou in favor of sucli lecrislation. The 
home'iiroducers, he added, were entitled 
to that amount of protection; hut he 
liid not know wliether it would bean ad- 
vantage to them in the long run or what 
the ell'ect of the hill would he upon for- 
eign produceis, who would have to lie 
content with less prolits. He 
thought that in its marking provisions 
the bill would not work, but bntchers, 
in his opinion, should be punished for 
misrepresenting the origin of iroods, and 
he agreed to support the second reading 
of the agricultural prodm^e bill, if the 
promoter would consent to the measure 
■being referred to a select comniittey. 

Mr. r.ryce, Liberal, foiunerly presi<lent 
of the Hoard of Trade, opposed the bill 
on the ground that it whs of a protective 
character. 

ICventually, the agricultural jiroduce 
bill passeil its second reading after a 
contrary amendment had been negativ- 
ed by a vote of 23!) to 82.

TITE QUESTION OF THE 

STANDARD. 

Those who believe that the statesmen 
of Great Britain are favorable to making 

a raJif.al change in tlie currently of the 
Empire sliould read the report of the 
debate on !Mr. Wliitely'a motion. That 
motion was in Bubstiiiico : "That it ia 
the opiuiou of the House that the insta- 
bility in the relative value of gold and 
siver since the action of the Latin union 
in 1873, liag proved injurious to the best 
interests of the country ; and it urges 
upon the Government the advisability 
that it does its iitiiiost to secure an in- 
ternational atrieement.' 

The resolution as it came over the 
wires is manifestly not complete. The 
object of the proposed international 
agreement is evidently to fix a ratio in 
the values of the two metals. This, it 
will he seen, hoth .Sir ^Michael liiclis- 
Beacli, tlie present Cliam:ellor of the 
Exchequer, and Sir Vernon IL'ircourt, 
the hite Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
regard as impracticable. Here is the 
telegraph report of what, Sir Michael 
Hicks- Beach said on the subject 

Tlie cliancellor of tlie exchequer, .Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, said that, although 
bimetaUistn was involved in the motion, 
its adoption by the house did not neces- 
siirilv involve the adoption of the bime- 
tallic system by the United Kingdom, 
lie jiroceeJed to dwell upon the diver- 
sity 01 oiiinion renardinj; bimetallism, 
luii'l he Uiou!,'ht it was iiiiiiossiljle to lix 
a ratio absolutely independent of the 
market tluctuations of suefi articles. On 
the other hand, he eoiitiiiued, it was de- 
nied that ii an international agreement 
was entered into liy a srJhcieiit nunilier 
of nation.^, it would inlluence the tluctu- 
ations. Besides, Sir Michael also added, 
the adoption of an international agree- 
ment by a stiflicient number of nations 
might possibly tiring die value of the 
metals closer than at present. 

In respect to the ratio. Sir Micliael 
Baid he had been told the United States 
would probably desire 16}4 or 16 to 1, 
but In view of the present price of silver, 
it seemed to him that such a ratio was 
absolutely dishonest to creditors, and 
would simply mean a financial panic, 
with jiossihle disastrous eil'eet to llic 
credit of the country. If llu; ratio waa 
based (Jii the market value of the inetalu, 
he could not see how it would warrant 
tlie e.'itravagaiit hope of the biinctallists, 
for the ngreeiiieiit would be lialile to be 
broken in the event of polit ical convul- 
eion or war, and the effect of such doubt 
in its periiKiiioiiee would militate against 
success. Notbiii).'; could be mure impor- 
tant to Great Britain than llio CKtreiiiu 
danger of altering the currency, for Great 
Britain, under the gold standard, iuHtead 
of being ruined, was singularly prosper- 
ous. Wealih waa more generally diffuawl, 
among the working classes and higher 
wagen were being paid than over boforo. 
No counlry in the liiat<iry of tho world, 
the speaker UHserled, w.vs over in a bet- 
ter position to hear an enorrnouu load of 
taxation with less (.li^conifort . There- 
fore be sasv nothing to jimtily alterinjr 
Great Britain's currency syntem. 

The chancellor of the exi'he.<iiier ad- 
mitted, however, that there waa depres- 
sion in huab.xniiry and the cotton indus- 
try, bub lie claimed tho cause was to ho 
-found in low prices, which were duo, it, 
was claimed at one time, to the appre- 
ciation of gold. liut the production of 
gold had largely increased, and was now 
higher than ever. It w«8 a remarkable 
(act that tho sama year which had 
shown an enormous ' ajid unexampled 
itock af gold in the banki had shoira 
tho lowest prices on record. Migfht 
there not bi> a reaion for the fall 
pricoi indepo*id«nt of tho appreciation 
of gold? Tho fiict wai that tho fall in 
price of nearly every article was duo tt) 
foreij:n competition, which was duo to 
an in"crea80 in production and a more 
effetftive uaa of aipital, owing to a wider 
system of cre<lit, tlie uao of tho telagrapli 
and the vast exten.sion of tliu railways 
of the world, and tho iinprovcmenta in 
the mercantile marine. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Boacli also said 
that, while admitting the evils to India 
conseiiuent upon tho fall in the price of 
tho rupee, he jminted out that tho other 
fold-usiiig parts of the empire must be 
considered. Tho government was wilhni; 
ti) enter into an international conference 



pared to abandon the gold standard for 
the United Kingdom. Some of his col- 
leagues, like Mr. Balfour, the first lord 
of tlie treasury, did not agree with these 
views ; but they wei-e al I agreed, that 
the} were not "juatilled in propbiiine or 
accepting a change in the gold - standard 
o( the United Kiiiudom. 

Mary will be surprised to find that 

the late Chancellor of the Exclieijuer 
not only agreed with what the present 
Chancellor of the E.^chetiuer had said, 
but paid bini a very high compliment. 
Ilere is the report of his remarks; 

Motions in parliament, he said, were 
becoming Icaa hiinetallic every year. 
Sir M ichael Hicks-Beach's statement, he 
said, was worthy ot his position, and 
will be understood in Germany, as well 
as in America. It was not creditable 
that there should be any doubt ref;ard- 
iiii; Engluiid's view on this subject. In 
his opinion the resolution (of Mr. White- 
ly) was the enthanasia of bimetallism. 

Proceeding then to argue that the fall 
of prices waa due to other causes than 
theaiipreciation of gold, he warned the 
country against altering India's cur- 
rency system, which, he saiil, was with- 
out doubt most suitable for her. Tho 
adoption of bimctalliBin would place En j!- 
hind at the nier.:y of monetary zoUverein 
and would more eU'ectually injure Brit- 
ish commerce thaa anything that could 
be (lone on the high seas. It was not on 
ii divided cabinet, heeoncluded, that the 
responsibility should bo taken of tamper- 
ing with England's currency. 

Mr. Balfour is the only minister who 
gave the resolution a qualified support. 
Here ia the telegraphic abstract of his 
speech : 

Arthur Balfour, the first lord of the 
treasury, whose strung sentiment in 
favor of bimetallism is well known, re- 
plied to Sir VViUiaiii Vernon Harcourt, 
expressing this sentiment and saying 
nothing Could persuade him that it was 
in conformity with civilization and com- 
mon sense that we should tolerate the 
present inconvenient and ruinous sys- 
tem . He regarded the resolution as an 
indication that Knghind waa jirepared to 
bear her fair share in establishing an in- 
ternational agreement for the use of 
both metals in the currency on a reason- 
able basis, just to debtor and creditor 
alike. • 

^Ir. Balfour admitted that it was ab- 
solutely impossible to force ujioii the 
coiuuiercial and banking class a form of 
currency which they ilistrustod and were 
not preptired to accept; but in his judg- 
ment tho whole trend of civilized opin- 
ion was in the direction of the double 
standard. 

The question is one of very great im- 
portance and one about which many 
misrepresentations are being constantly 
made. It is said that an international 
agreement cannot be arrived at without 
the consent of Great Britain, Tho dis- 
cerning reader will beable after he reads 
the report of the speeches of statesmen 
of both parties to form a pretty fair idea 
of the chance there is, within a mea- 
surable time, cf obtaining that consent. 



and writers' of th-^ race the story is set 
down. 

Is it not singular that it is this race 
of " bandits and plunderers " which liaa 
taught the mens'of ttU. nations how to be 
free? Are not tlie institutions of aH 
the really free nations of tlie world im- 
itations, more or less close, of those that 
tho British have established? Does it 
not strike the batei-s of the British race 
as rather surprising that the peoples 
who are under tberale ot these " tyrants 
to the weak " feel themselves to be as 
free and as well governed as any that 
are to be found on the face of the earth? 
The calumniatoro of the British must 
wonder how the inhabitants of Great 
Britain's colonies are sincerely attached 
to tlie Molhcv Country, are in sympathy 
with her, and are ready to lly to her aid 
when she is attacked by the nations wbo 
hate her and envy her her 
vast possessions in every quar- 
ter of the world. If the 
British are the cruel tyrants which Am- 
erican Anglojihobiata represent them to' 
be, do they not wonder how it is that Can- 
adians remain loyal to them, although 
there is not in the whole Dominion a 
coriwral's guard of soldiers to maintain 
their authority ; and how it is that the 
iiiilliona in Australia are proud to call 
themselves British subjects although 
there are not British soldiers enough in 
all the islands of the Antipodes to keep 
in order a single discontented and insub- 
ordinate province? Why do not the 
haters of England see that the British 
cannot he the monsters of cruelty and 
rapacity that they represent them to lie 
when this authority can lie luain- 
tained without jiliysieal for.;e and 
tvlien they tlo not exact from 
their ridi and populous dependencies a 
single pound by way of tribute? Let 
them coi»pare the condition of Canada 
with that of Cuba and they will per- 
haps get tin inkling of the secret of the 
success of t'be British as colonizers. 

It justiiKiy be that ilie Anglo]>hobi8ts 
in the United .Slates and elsewhere are 
beginning to see that one of the reasons 
why Great Britain is in these days 
so powerful and why she exerts so great 
an influence in projiortion to her terri- 
torial extnnlv;is that she bus, scattered 
all over tho earth's surface, colonies 
every year becoming more powerful, 
which are sincerely attached to her and 
which are willing and able to aid 
her in any struggle with her 
enemies. These- and many other 
considerations whfeh must occur 
to any man of average intelligence, no 
matter to what nation he may belong or 
how strong his prejutlfces and how bit- 
ter bis antijiatliiea, should convince him 
that England is not "a heartless, soul- 
less, godless monster devouring in cow- 
ardice and hypocrisy what she dare- not 
The way in which some presumably j attempt in open war," bat something as 
ducated Americans abuse the English : opposite to such a monster as can well

Starving' in tiie Alaska WilderucsH 
With Little Chance of 
Rescue. 



Last December when the .Jackson 
parly left Juneau for Forty-Mile, car- 
rying the Alaska Commercial Co. 'a 
j mail, tliey were accomjianied hy two 
white men, L. S. Hodge, formerly of this 
city and latterly in the employ of the 
, Ahuska News, aud William McXeely, a 
! miner who had worked in the Silver 
tiueeii. They were repeatedly urged not 
I to attempt the trip at that time of the 
j year, and especially with the Indians 
j they hatl engaged and who were known 
I as remarkably fast travellers. Old- 
timers in Alaska, aciiuaiiited with the 
terrors of an Arctic winter, did their 
utmost to prevent the two from commit- 
ting wilful suicide, for such it appeared 
to be, but all tb no avail. 

The party left provisioned for 1ml forty 
days, Hodge burdened with about 000 
pounds of newspapers and luagaziiies 
which he was taking in to sell. luiiue- 
diately after they had taken their dejiar- 
ture heavy storms set in, and from what 
has been learned from the Cooper party 
since their recent arrival at Juneau 
from Forty -Mile, it is evident the Jack- 
am outfit was compelled to lie in camp 
a luimlier of weeks on account of the 
weathei', which reduced their grub very 
materially. 

Jackson, his half-breed neiihew aud 
another Inclian were met by the Cooper 
])arty at the foot of Lake LoHarge. They 
were in des|ierate circumstances, but 
had the mail intact with the exception 
of one bag of jiapers which they had 
been compelled to discard. Jaokson's 
face was badly frozen and his nephew's 
hands were in a pitiable condition. He 
said that when tlieir supply of provis- 
ions ran short they divided up and each 
man had to shift for himself. 

Hodge and McXeely had been left be- 
iiind at Lake Teslin nine days before 
with a half sack of flour and some beans. 
Both were in a state of utter exhaustion 
from the hardships and intense cold. 
Some Stick Indians are said to be hunt- 
ing in that vicinity, and should Hodge 
and McXeely fall in with them they will 
pull through, but their chances are very 
small. ^Vhen Jackson's outfit was met 
the}' had already killed and eaten all 
their dogs and were on the last quarter 
of the last hoiiiid. Tliey had also a 
spoonful of tluur per day to the iimn.

The Speaker took the chair at 2 p. iii. 

PravL'rs \)y lit. Kuv. Bishop CridL'C. 

Hon-. Co],. Bakek iiitroducoil it Itill to 
ameiul the phicor miiuii;,' aft ISDL ami 
amumling acts. Read a lirat time. 

The house again went into coniniitti-e 
on the bill for the preservation of the 
Cariboo trunk road by forbiddini; the 
use of narrow- tires (Mr. Adams), with 
Mr. McGro|,'or in the chair. Mr. .Smith, 
to kill the bill, moved that tlie commit- 
tee rise without reporting, and after live 
minutes disuussion the motion was car- 
ried on division. 

The cattle act amendment bill and the 
line fences and watercourses hill (Mr. 
Graham), were read a third time and 



. The house went into committee on the 
Koynl Cariboo lIoHpital incorporation 
bill (Mr. Rogers) witli Mr. Hull' in the 
chair. Reported complete without 
amendments, read a third time and 
passed. 

, Mil. Adams asked : 1. AVus any monev 
paid to Dr. llw^h Watt for nied'ical anil 
surgical attention to a Chinaman who 
was wounded while resisti iig arrest near 
Beaver Jjake, district of Cariboo? L'. If 
BO, how much? 3. Is it tlio policyof the 
government generally to allow 8ul)sid- 
ized physicians to make charges for ser- 
vices rendered to the government? 

IJoN. Mb. Turner— 1. Yes. 2. $142. 
3. When subsidized physicians are call- 
ed in at the reciuest of the govorninent 
the custom has been to pay them tiie 
game as other physicians perforniint; the 
service would have been ])ai(l. 

IJon. Mr. Turner jjresi'iited returns 
resjjectin;: arrears ul taxes mi land; 
crown grants to mineral claims in West 
Kootenay ; and travelling and incidental 
expenses of ministers Mtul (iflicials. 

The house went into connoittee on the 
benevolent societies bill (Mr. Maci)lier- 
son) with Mr. Cotton in the chair, ife- 
ported complete with amenduient^i. 

The bill to amend the trustees and ex- 
ecutors act ( Mr. I lelmcdcen) was read a 
second time, and the houiie went into 
committee upon it, Mr. llooth in the 
chair. Hon. Mr. Jiberts took exception 
to the bill, which he considered inexpe- 
dient because of its retroactive nature, 
and to permit of further consideration of 
it lie moved that the committee rise and 
report prtigress. This was agreed to 
after an amendment by Mr. Williams, 
simply tliai the committee rise, had 
been defeated. 

iMi£. Kitcui:n moved the second read- 
ing of the niunicipalicies incor|)ora!iou 
bill and of the nuuiicipal elections and 
electors bill. He explained that these 
were made up of the piovisioiis of the 
law at present existing, arrangeii in sep- 
arate bills by the commissioner for the 
revision of the statutes, and fiirtlu;r re- 
vised by the select committee on the 
subject. Bills read a second time. 

Mit. JIaci'iihuhon moved the second 
reading of the literary societies bill. 
Read a second lime. 

^viLn noKSKS, 

^Ir. Adams nioveti the second reading 
of the bill for the extermination of wild 
liorses, which provides: 

2. It shall bo lawful tor any person to 
shoot or otherwise destniy any nnluanded 
stalliiiii over the iit;e ol lueiity uioiitli.-. 
which may be ruiiiiinf; at hir;,'i' ujinn the 
jiillilic liiiiils, provided tliat Mieh |ieisiin 
.shall llieretol'ore have unsuecc.-.-fully n:<vi[ 
reasouuble endeavors to ca]it,ure any sucli 
stallion. 

.3. Thhs act shall apply only to t'lal part 
ofthe province lying id tlie east of llie 
Oasc.ade range of niouataius. 

Mil. Wii.LiA.Ms suggested that it would 
expediato business to include horses 
witli game, under the game act now be- 
fore the house, and to make an open 
season for them all the year round. 

Hon. Ma. Mahti-n thought that the 
■bill would require some amendment, as 
it is sometimes rather difficult to tell 
whether or not a borate is branded. 

Mu. Smith, while approving of the 
idea of the bill, thougiitthat the goviu-ii- 
ment should appoint some person or 
persons with authority to shoot the 
horses, as if everyone was permitted to 
do so it might enable jierson-i to shoot 
their neighbors' horses out of spite. 

Hon. Col. Bakeh thought it would he 
a safeguard if the person shooting any of 
these horses were com])elled to produce 
the skins before the government agent. 

Ml!. Sic.MLiN would vote for tlie second 
reading, but advised some such safe- 
guard as suggested by Mr. Smith. 

Mr. Stoddart agreed with Mr. 
Williams that it would be a pood idea to 
put the provisions of this bill into the 
game act. 

Bill read a second time. 1 

ASSESSMUN'T IlIM,. I 

The debate on the second reading of i 
the assessment act amendment bill was j 
resumed. | 

Hon. Mk. Tcrnkh explained that 
since this bill was last discus-sed the tux 
on minerals had been rearranged after 
several conferences with the mine own- 
ers, and an amendment is to be intro- 
<lueetl hi coninnt tei! making the tax one 
per cent, on 1 be smelter returns. This 
would be salisfacliirv all round, for th(' 
mining men who had intei-viewed him 
had ri'ailily adunlled that it is ri^'ht au.l 
fair tIr.U the mines i-houhl be taxed, thi; 
only (|uestiiin i-aisi-d beiri^ as to the 
plaii of ta.\atiou. lie found that their 
objections were in great ))art has(>d on 
misapprehension, bec'ause tiiey bad 
been under the impression that this new 
tax on minerals was to be in addition to 
the ordinary tax on personal estate and 
property, to which they wrongly sup- 
posed their mines would continue to be 
subject. Wlien this point was explained 
to tliein the only question remaining 
was as to the manner of assessment, 
and all were satislied to have the taxa- 
tion |)hu-ed as now jiroposed on smelter 
or reduction works returns. 

Hon. Col. JIaki;k also dwelt upon the 
willingness of the mining men to ])ay 
the tax to be provided for in the amend- 
ments to the bill, and he nientioneil an 
argume'H which he had heard to the 
cfl'ect that it ia not fair to tax other min- 
erals while coal ia allowed to go free. 
This argument, be said, ia baaed on 
misapprehension, for there ia a royalty 
of five cents a ton to wbicli all the coal 
mined in tlve province is liable, with the 
exceptioTiof mines in operation before 
1884 — for the act liad ndt been made re- 
troactive. As the tax on coal .weiild ap- 
proximate 2|i per cent, it would be 
seen thiit these other minerals are not 
discriminateil against as suggested. 

Mr. Ki rciiic.N— How much'a year do 
you get from coal? 

Hon. Con. 1!aki:h rejilied that nothing 
nt all is now received, because all the 
mines beini; worked wore in operation 
bofore 1884, but auy coal mines opened

Mit. Se.nu.in complained that thtuigli 
it is thiee weeks since this hill was last 
discnssed the government have not yet 
got their amendments ready to lay be- 
fore the house. 

Mii. SwoKi), in a genei'id cril ieisin of 
the bill , com plained that the estimates 
not having been brouvrht down tliere is 
nothing to show that the proposed all 
round increase in taxation is a necessity. 
With respect to the mines he was not 
satisfied that the new tax will really be 
an increase over what the government 
might liave received in the |)ast had the 
mines been assessed np to the limit iiru- 
vided by law. He complaijied, lujwever, 
that the projiosal to place this new tax 
on mines lias had a very injurious ell'ec^t 
on the industry already, as persons who 
had had bomls on certain properties 
would not go on with their proposed 
purchase after receiving notice of tliis 
new assessment. 

M:£. Wii. I. lAMs objected to the second 
reading of this bill because until the 
budget is brought down there is no evi- 
dence that additional taxation is a neces- 
sity. He wouid ratlier decrease tlie 
expendituri^, for instance by cutting off 
that respecting the office oi the Agent- 
General in London. 

HoK. Mr. Ebebts rose to a point of 
order, remarking that he could not find 
anything in this bill about the Agent- 
(jeneral ; and that the hon. member ap- 
jieared to be under the misapprehension 
that tills is the budget deliale. 

Tnic Si'KAiCKii asked the lion, nieinber 
to eontine himself to the matter of the 
bill. 

Mu. WiM.iA.Ms remarked that if he 
was not allowed tosjieak ofthe expendi- 
ture of the government he nnght as well 
sit down. 

Ho.v. Ma. Tuu.vKii — Yon won't leave 
anything to say on the budget. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Mk. KrrciiKN — You'll lind out whether 
we have .'lothing to say on the oudgel 1 
(lienewed laughter.) 

The point of order was then discussed 
at some length, the Speaker's ruling re- 
maining unchanged. 

.Mr. Wii.LiA-Ms concluded, declaring 
that as lie calculated it the increased 
taxation provided for in this bill is only 
.•f l5,(>00, on the basis of the returns for 
IS'.l,'), outside of what may be derived 
from the mining tax, while the delicit, 
he said, was .$1,(100,000 in one year. 

KrmiKN akso talke<l about a de- 
ficit of $1,000,000 a year, which he said 
had occurred under this extravagant 
government. 

Mk. Hl'.nticr sup]K)rted the bill be- 
cause he thought that it is time that the 
government got s<jnie return for the 
large expenditures made in the mining 
country. L'or the development in Koot- 
enay lie gave the credit first to the in- 
dividual miner, second to the govern- 
ment, and third and last t<i the capitjil- 
ist, for he did not by any means agree 
with all the claims made to the house on 
behalf of the capitalist. He pointed out 
that the expenditure of the (government 
in Ivootenay lias been very larKe indeed. 
To the Nakus[) & Slocan railwav thev 
trave $l>17,tJ00 in cash; to the .Vidsoii i 
Fort Sheppard railway tilOjIlOU acres of 
land, which at .fl an acre comes to$(')I."),- 
OllO ; to the (Johuubia Kooteiiav rail- 
way 'JOCOtX) acres, repr-sent iii;,' .$'J0O,(H10; 
and to the Kaslo A Slocan road (10,1101) 
aereH, or ^llO.OOO: these uranls inakiim a 
total of .■i;l,r>:J'i,0OO. Adding to this the 
!fJ47,3.'!l s|)ent in the last four years for 
roads, streets anil bridges gives a total 
of .$1,769,000 spent by the government 
under the headings mentioned, for the 
opeiung up of Kootenay, and, as he said 
before, it is about time that the govern- 
ment began to get aomethini; in re- 
turn. 

.Mil. Ki;nm:1)V spoke in oppo.-ilion tu 
the increaM'il taxation. Wi: thoU'.;ht, 
however, that the wild land tax iiiio|n 
be I'veu further iiicreaseil, irislcid of 
I'aisinglhe tax(\s on )ie]soiial jir(i]ierty 
and iiic(jnu'. 

I\lii. Ki:i,i.ii; was suiprised at the 
''gall" of these menibi'is from N'ancou- 
vor and Westminster dislricts, who rail 
in tlie house about the expenditure of 
the government while their own districts 
are getting every year a jzreat deal more 
than they contribute. He heard that 
they have further demands to make — 
that they want, for in8tance,*an im- 
meniG sum for a bridge at WeHtininater, 
and he wanted to know where the gov- 
ernment is U) raise the money for tlii.s 
and otlu:r purjioses if they are not to 1x3 
allowed to put on new taxation. They 
will never uel it, he was lure, out of the 
uingle tax, which some members of the 
houne are so fond of advocating. The peo- 
ple of Kootenay «re much more liberal 
thoce of VaiicouTcr and New Westiiiin- 
ater, and the large delegation HCiit down 
by the miners have gone away (juilc 
Hatielied to pay the new tuxation in the 
way BOW proponed. He wiiihed to point 
out that if these reprenentatives from 
along the Fraaer rirer don't want any 
new taxation, and want expenses cut 
down, they should advocate retrench- 
ment at home, and ask tha|i. their own 
municipalities shall become Belf-sustain- 
ing. Then they could consistently ask 
for retrenclinient in other quarters. He

Convention of the British Columbia 
Association at ChiUiwack— An 
Interesting Gathering'. 

A Xmiilicr (if Iiiii)()rt;nil I'iipi'vs ( 'oii- 
tribiilcd and Discussed l)y 
tlic Di'lcniitcs.

A nieeliii<;was hold in the foiirt lioiise, 
Ghilliwack, on Tuesday afternoon, 17th 
instnnt, under the nuapices of the 
DairyniL'ii's A ssociiition of r.r-ilii^h 
Cohiiuhia, 

Till' pi'L'sidciil of the uHSociatii iii , Mi-. 
K. r>;dfciui', of l^an^;h'y, wan in tht'chiiir. 
There were also present the secretary- 
treasurer of the association, Mr.G. Had- 
wen, of Duncan, and a number of 
farmers and others interested in dairying. 

The secretary read apaper contributed 
by INIr. A. A. Kiiit;, niaiiager of Iho 
Delta CrL'iiiiu'i-y, oi\ " C'o-o|H'nitivu 
Cruaiiiei-ius and Wiiitur Dairvint;."' Tlie 
writer first alludiid to the extreme iiu- 
portaiice to fariiiei's of winter dairying. 
He einimeriited Home of tlio special iii- 
duceinenta it oilers, viz.: hotter jiricea 
for milk, ealves an<l pigH ; hetter liisfri- 
butioii of labor; help can ho eiigat^ecl by 
tiie year instead of for the season only, 
and less food wasted in niaiutaining 
stock. Tlieso several |)oints lio dealt 
with separately in detail. In connection 
with co-operative creameries he set 
forth their advantages and garo much 
information respeistinp their organization 
and snccesaful operation. The full text 
of the paper will he pulilished later. 

Jlr. A. G. \VellH expressed npjiroval 
of the papc-r, wliicli he ooiisiilereil a 
very valuable one. Cows jiropt'idy fed 
during; tlie winter will then j;ive asnuicli 
butter as when at other !-i'a.-;oiiH they 
have plenty oi j^rasn. TiHiir is too much 
ne-;leet in winter feediiii; of eattle in 
this eouiitry . His experience was that 
those who fed their cous well in winter 
were most sueressfiil in dairying. lie 
thought this a matter tleserving the at- 
tentipn of those in the district keepine 
dairy cows. He had much pleasure in 
movi (ij? a hearty vote of thanks to Mr. 
Kills f'Jr liis [laper. 

After tin; motion had been carried, 
Mn Richards, of Taeoma, Wash., who 
was vtsitiiig the distrist, continued the 
discussion, iirjiinf; the beneQta to be de- 
rived from the establishment of co-op- 
erative ereiaieries, and giving some use- 
ful information, as the experience of 
dairymen in California and Washington. 
In rei)ly to a (lucstioii he expressed the 
oijiiiioii that Turbine niaeiiinea work 
well if in couipKtenl liaads, but he would 
not veeonimend them under other cir- 
cumstances. 

.Mr. J. W. McCillivray.of Siimas, reail 
a pa|)iM- on the " Breeding and inana^i!- 
ment of the tlairy li';rd." He character- 
ized his subject as of most vital import- 
ance in the dairying business. He did 
not ad vocate keeping any special hrticd 
of dairy cattle, but urged close atti-iitmn 
to and care of the cattle, whatever l)rei'd 
be kept. A pure bred aire is indispens- 
able. Then careful testing of the butter 
value of each cow was reconimendeil, 
and llie weeiliiig out of all unprofitable 
milkers ad\'ised. The importance of in- 
creasing till' total yield of milk witliont. 
adding to ilie iimiiber of the herd was 
emphasised. The iiiilkini.' of cows fur 
tlie greater part (jf tlie year, the early 
training nf heifers to milk a long tinic, 
the ("in! of feeding calves, tlie iieci:ssily 
for the provision of warm stables for 
winter, the treatment of cattle when in 
the stables, ami the icnioval ot manure 
to ensure cleanliness and to iirevent the 
tainting of milk, were all dealt with. 
The neees.'siiy for knowing the nature 
and objects of the food, methods of 
feeding, and the importance of observa- 
tion and discretion in the feeder, was 
Also dwelt upon. 

A discussiiin followed in which tlie 
chairman and Messrs, Welle, Richards, 
Bailey, 1. Kipp, Hadwen, McGillivray 
and several otln^rs took part. Among 
the matters nieiit.i<nu'd w(!ro the relative 
merits of com and clover for dairy feed- 
ing aii<l the suitabilil}- of dill'iM-ciit s(dls 
for llicir cnltivatioii. The chairnian hail 
not succeeded in his efforts to grow I'oia 
at Langley, wliiii; \!\Ir. Veils had L'rown 
excelliiiit crojis of it at Uliilliwack dur- 
ing several _\-cars. :\Ir. Kip|), too, bad 
found it thrive on siid land;*. There 
geeined to be uu agreement that clover 
is i. more satisfactory crop, generally giv- 
ing a more abundant yield, wiiilst it 
flourishes for many years aud requires 
less labor to cultivate it. One speal^er 
advocated growing alsike clover, which 
he had found do very well. 

Mr. Alex, Philip next read a paper 
upon "Agricidl ural Education," He also 
contributed some notes, upon the seri- 
ousness of the question of feed ing hogs 
upon lish or skimk cabbage, pork deal- 
ers having .stated thai they cannot pur- 
chase pigs so fed, 

The meeting here adjourned until the 
evening. 

KVENINQ MEETINt!. 

Upon resuming several speakers 
agreed that feeding salmon to bogs ut- 
terly spoiled the pork for market, but 
there was a very general opinion that, if 
not killed directly after feedingon skunk 
cabbage, pork was not ahvnys inatorinlly 
allecteil by this latter food. It was 
averreil that Imyers tlKMnselves were 
not hliini"d in this direction, since tlu'y 
t)o often bought from anyone and every- 
one, instead ui restricting their piirehas- 
ea to farmerH who could he depended 
upon nut to iiiisliad them. Mr. I'ailey 
supported the suggestion that more edu- 
cation upon ugricuUure should be given 



in the schools. Public opinion respect- 
ing agriculture had got to a very low ebb. 
It required educating to a higher stand- 
ard, so that people should realize that 
intelligence anil information are ro- 
tpiired to ensure suc.css in this very 
ilesirable and necessary ])ursuit. 

Mr. lladweii thought t hat the agricul- 
tural societies of the jiroviiice arc on a 
v.'rong fiiotiiig. Their main ohjcci aii- 
pi'ars to be to lioM yearly shows, in con- 
nection with which some pay ."jO ccins on 
j the iloilar, and some do not. He hap- 
pened to he connected with oiu; of those 
that paid in full. lUit he thought the 
sysieni a wrong one. The show slioukl 
he only a sei'oiidary coiisiileration. The 
lirstaimof these societies should be to 
deal with iiuestions more closely relating 
to the advancement of agriculture. He 
did not approve of the multiplication of 
such societies, whereby localities only a 
short distance apart each had its own 
show. As a conaequenco the govern- 
nient grant to indivulnal societies was 
dim inislieil and soniet ime liabiliti(!s were 
incurred only to afterwards liiid the 
amount of the government grant much 
smaller tlian luul been looked for. He 
thought, h)o, they might show a more 
active interest in the Central I'armer's 
Institute, which holds its annual meet- 
ing at -Vgassi/.. The lirst year the meet- 
ings werechielly taken u)! with theipies- 
lion of dyking the Fraser river, which 
although of deep concern to those in- 
tcrented in the I'Vaser valley, was not 
of such moment to outside nienihers. 
Still some practical work was done in 
this connection by the meetings. The 
following year the gathering was more 
like a kind of jiicnie, at which politicians 
and others aired their views. Certsiinly 
some useful papers were read and a lot 
of valuable information was elicitc<l dur- 
ing the meetings, yet too much promin- 
ence was given to other matters. He 
hoped that at this year's meetings of the 
Central Institute tlic agricultural inter- 
ests would hi! their tirsl consideration, 
so tiiat as a result they would he in a 
position to make sindi recommendationa 
to the government as shall appear desir- 
able for its assistance and advaiicenient. 
Referring to agricultural I'dncation, he 
asked whether agriiailture is taught in 
the pulilic s.ihools of Ontario, ile had 
heard that it was. 

]Mr. Bailey thought the local agricul- 
tural society might do far more good if 
it held frequent meetings for the discus- 
sion of agricultural topics. Suchacourse 
would foster agricultural progress and 
promote the welfare of blie country. 

The chairman said the last two speak- 
ers had touched the very key-note of the 
situation. Agricultural societies should 
be conducted altogether difFerently to 
what most of them now are — upon some 
such lines as those just indiciated. The 
dairying interest would also he advanced 
were local branches ot the provincial 
associ. tioii formed. The ex|)ente of 
travelling to dillerent parts of the prov- 
ince prevented the pro vi ludal assoeiii tion 
iroiii Icililinu' 111, my meetings, hut local 
ass'jciat ions could meet at least quarter- 
ly, i'apers could he read and iliaciissed, 
and these together with a summary of 
the discussion (vnild be forwarded to the 
gi'iii'ral secretary. A i[uarterly or half- 
yearly report of the meetings of lioth 
jirovincial and local associations 
might then be printed, together 
with the best of the papers. They 
might ask the Dimiruun government 
through the Doniiiiion Dairy Com- 
sioncr to print these repm-ts and issue 
them as a speciid 1!.('. Dairy IhiUetin. 
Their Secretary could eilit tlic> maiter, S(J 
that it iieeil in\clve tin; diqiartnicnt in 
no lahiir — hut siiii ply mean the cnst of 
jirintiiig. He Itioiight thi- |irovince 
could fairly claim the as<i^iance of the 
I loniinion govc'riiment to this extent. 
(Itlu.'i provinces are in rct'cipt of far 
more sub-tani iai aicl, but e.Kcejit indir- 
ectly thrnuiili till! helj) giv(!n by the Do- 
minion goveriiiiient to agriculture, the 
dairy iiiterc-t had received noassislance 
■ — certaiiil)' nut directly, (ixcepting last 
year's visit of the travelling ilaiiy. He 
again urged the organization of local as- 
si^ciationa as the only practical way in 
which they could obtain the benefit of 
frequent discussion of the many ques- 
tions closely airecting their dairying in- 

'.Mr. Wells, though he would like to 
see a brancdi organized h>r tlu^ practical 
work suggested, had little conlidence in 
local jieople taking hold of the pniposi- 
tion. They are pretty well overrun with 
organizations just now. H(! did not 
know why, hut ilieir local ['"armors' In- 
stitute did not hold meetings, lie was 
sorry to say that their farmers ajipeared 
candess in matters ui this kind. 

Mr. Bailey urged the necessity exist- 
ing for united effort. He hope 1 they 
would yet estalilish an organization, t he 
meml»u-soI which won'd meet and dis- 
cuss everything they were interested in 
—from the growing of small fruits to the 
raising of live Stock. Thoy should., too, 
watch the markets of the world and pro- 
duce along the lineof regulating ilie sup- 
ply to the demand. 

-Mr. Hadwen li(!re spoke upon the pro- 
posed Provincial government aasistance 
to creameries. Heinoveil: "That ilie 
Provincial government he petitioned by 
this society t(j adojit the recommeinla- 
tioiis presented hy the (tomuiittee a[)- 
poiuteil to consider the cpiestion of as- 
sistance to creameries and that oM soon 
as can he found convenient." Mr. 
Wells fiecoiided the motion, which was 
carrieHl. 

Mr. Philip urged the hirniera to sup- 
port the iiroposition now before them for 
the estahlishineut of a local co-operative 
cieamery. There is not another district 
in the Fraser valley bettor able to sup- 
port a local creamery than Ohilliwnnk. 

Votes of thanks to Mr. Richards for 
giving the meeting so much infornia- 
Lion and to the cliairinan and secretary 
for attending, concluded the proceed- 
ings.

This provcil a gallini; and destructive 
fire, anil the battalion of La Kifa, 
in the vanguard, with a section of the 
cavalry squadron of \'ictoria and the 
artillery, found themselves S])ecililj- en- 
gaged. FiriiiK then opeiieil on both 
siiies, and the insurgents ran. The 
columns in the rear coming into at^tion, 
the whole line of troops was involved, 
giving opi)ortunily for the battalion of 
Lucheiui cavalry, with ligh t artillery, to 
enter enixagement. The artillery threw 
rape shot over the insurgents, who ad- 
vanced machete in hand. The move- 
ment of the insurgents was thus held in 
check, but, new forces coming to their 
aid, they fell upon tho Spanish columns 
in a fierce attack. This attack was al:o 
checked, giving the victory to the Span- 
ish troops after two hours of lighting, 
with a bayonetcharge, asaialed by acon- 
centrated artillery lire, which .dislodged 
the insurgents.
